While the signalliiiK 
was in progress the Boers attempted to 
muddle the messuges with flash lights 
from each extremity of their long en- 
trenched lines. The naval brigade took 
advantage of the opportunity to shell the 
Boer positions which were plainly re- 
vealed by their own lights. The naval 
battery resinned the shelling of the Boer 
trenches on the morning of December 
20, but their lire failed to elicit any, 
sign of life.

Enemy's Attempt to Cut Rail- 
way at iVictoria West 
a Failure.

Capetown, I Joe. 29.— The troops in tile 
British camp of Victoria West turned 
out la.st night to repel ;i 11 attempt of the 
lioera to '.ut tlio railroad next to the 
station. A patrol reported early in the 
evening that they had sighted the Boers 
in the neighborhood. At 10 o'clock at 
jiight tlie Boers opened n heavy tire near 
■the station. The British replied and the 
Boers retired at daybreak, their attempt 
having turned out a failure. 

A despatch from the Boer camp at 
Modder liiver, dated December 28, re- 
l>ort.s an artillery duel lasting one hour. 
On December 27 a British reconnoiter- 
ing party made a sortie, but did not 
conic within Boer range, The British 
<>n December 28 commenced a steady 
bombardment of the Boer position. 
"A BO10K STORY. 

Lorenzo Marques, Dec. 20.— Advices 
received here from Pretoria, under the 
date of Wednesday, December 27. say an 
ollicial despatch from Matching an- 
nounces that the sortie which the Brit- 
ish made from that place on December 
27, attacking one of the Boer forts with 
cannon, M a xims and an armored train, 
was so persistent that righting raged up 
to the walls of the Cort. The British lost 
100 men 'killed and wounded, while the 
Boers only lost two men killed and seven 
wounded. 

The despatch adds that Captains Kirk- 
wood and Greufell were captured by 
Boer scouts near Coleuso, and were, titl- 
ing sent to Pretoria. 

A Ohicveley despatch dated December 
2',) makes no mention of I tie reported sor- 
tie from Ldldj'sinith resulting in the cap- 
ture of a Boer position, and the same 
message shows renewed activity upon 
the part of the British apparently pre- 
paratory to siime action. 

The Boer position eastward of the 
camp was thoroughly recouuoitored on 
December 28, without drawing the en- 
emy 

The naval guns engage in daily prac- 
tice, and it is said on good authority 
that .'!() or 40 Boers have been killed by 
the tiring during two days. 

A despatch from Durban predicts that 
Ladysniitb will be relieved on or about 
January 7. 

There is some disposition to believe 
Gen. Burler is preparing another attempt 
to advance, this time by an attack on 
the Boer position in Inblawe mountains. 
CEYLON VOLUNTEERS. 

The government has accepted 160 Cey-

BOER MUNITIONS. 

Hamburg, Dec. :50.— The Shandelshlatt 
publishes an interview with Dr. Leyds 
in the course of which the Transvaal 
representative denies the statements that 
munitions of war are being imported into 
the Transvaal through Delagoa Bay, 
sind says these reports are spread as a 
pretext for the coming British occupa- 
tion. Dr. Leyds further says that the 
Boers are now able to manufacture their 
own war munitions.

Mario For Open Door 
in China.

Washington, Dec 30. — The negotia- 
tions opened by Secretary Hay with the 
gr»ut powers of Europe :ind with Japan 
towards securing a complete understand- 
ing for a continued open door policy 
throughout China, have met with the 
u. >st gratifying results. The .state de- 
partment is unwilling to make public the 
nature of the replies received, as this in- 
formation would be embodied in a report 
to congress. Bui in other quarters 
thoroughly reliable and in a position to 
have I rust worthy and accurate informa- 
tion, il is learned that favorable res- 
ponses have been made by Great Bri- 
tain, Germany, France, Russia and Ju- 
lian. There is no doubt, ii is thought 
here, thai Italy, the remaining country 
addressed, will make favorable' auswer, 
if il has not already done so. According 
io information the British answer was 
first io be submitted and was excep- 
tionally comprehensive ami explicit, 
yielding io every suggestion made by the 
United Slates. The British answer is 
said io emphasize the concurrence with 
(he United Stales by adopting word for 
word, much of the phraseology employed 
by Secretary IJj.n in his original note to 
Great Britain and the oilier Powers, 
Ureal secrecy was maintained by Great 
Britain in returning her reply, Inn the 
contents reached the other powers and 
great irritation wns felt on account of 
the apparent working in consorl of the 
United States and Great Britain. The 
German answer was rather more vague 
but. its general tendency wns favorable, 
the only conditions being that any ar- 
rangement us io free access to China 
should be universal, and assented Io by 
all ol the powers.

THE WAR. 

It is said that Gen. Buller is preparing 
io attack the Boer position in the Inh- 
lawe. Mountains. This movement it" 
made will Ik.' in the direction of one of 
those suggested as probable in yester- 
day's Colonist. The Inhlawe Mountains 
.•ire to the south of the Tugela and I'oiii- 
uuinri the ferry over that river. If the 
enemy are driven out of this poiuc the 
way will be open for a dank movement. 
Which will place Buller in a position to 
get in touch witli Ladysruith ami per- 
«ia|is to cut .louberfs line of communiea- 
t ion. 

Ln the comments cabled to the after- 
noon papers it is suggested that. Lord 
Roberts will mass the commands of Gut- 
iiere, Warren and French and invade the 
Free State, and it is added thai Kimber- 
ley and Mafeking may be sacriticod to 
accomplish thus. The first, part of fhi« 
suggestion is probable enough, tiho latter 
part is one of those wild guesses for 
which the Saturday afternoon corres- 
pondent is notorious. How in the name 
of common sense can Mafeking anil Kim 
lierley be sacrificed by the union of the 
tlircc commands and the invasion or the 
Free State? The contrary is what would 
il»o likely to happen, for the Boer forces 
investing those towns would probably 
Ihi withdrawn to meet the invaders. 

The Indwe collieries line, which has 
been reopened by Gen. Gntacre, is about 
thirty miles long. Dordrecht commands 
and the expulsion of the Boors Crom 
this |-oint about a week ago was the first 
frtPp in this birectien. 

FEDERAL. LINKS. 

Sir Charles Tapper in his speech at 
Kamloops .said that the introduction of 
ifederal lines into our provincial awlitics 
is not a matter of choice, but. of neces- 
sity. He gives as his reason thai it iis 
only hy this means that the Conserva- 
tives can regain power at Ottawa. We 
quote from the Standard's report of his 
speech. To the lender of the Conserva- 
tive party in federal politics its restora- 
tion to power naturally seems the most 
important present political consideration, 
hut we believe the great majority of the 
people of British Columbia, Conserva- 
tives as weil as Liberals, believe that the 
interests of this province are at 
least equal in importance to the 
.welfare of their respective parties 
in the federal arena. The very 
reason that Sir Charles gives for 
believing it to be necessary to intro- 
duce federal lines in our local affairs is 
what influences the majority of people to 
oppose such a step. They do not desire 
to see local affairs subordinated to the 
interests of federal parties. Sir Charles 
idoos not tell the people of British Colum- 
bia that they will have .better provincial 
legislation or administration toy taking 
the new departure. He. does not tell 
them that, by so doing they will bring 
.about a better policy, and one that will 
lead to the more rapid development of 
tbS province, hi the stimulation of in- 
vestment, to the betterment of the condi- 
tion of wnge-earncrs, to the installation 
iu office of ministers fully iu touch with 
the public interests, and of sullk-iently 
progressive views to meet the exigencies 
of new situations constantly arising, lie 
does not intimate that, the province, us a 
province, will be the better for the pro- 
posed movement. He frankly advo- 
cates it solely as a means of enabling the 
Consorvntsve party to regain power ill 
Ottawa, and with equal frankness we tell 
him that wc are satisfied that this con- 
sideration will not inllueiiee ;i majority 
of the Conservatives of British Colum- 
bia, much as they desire to see that eou- 
binumation attained. At present there 
arc provincial questions, the solution of 
which will call for the best -efforts of 
all tliOHc who see alike as io the proper 
course to be taken, irrespective of 
whether they are i*ii|>porters ,,f Sir 
Oharles Tapper u>r Sir Wilfrid [purler. 
This is not the standpoint from which 
Sir Charles regards the situation, but wo 
submit it is the true standpoint, anil the 
only one that will ,be taken by the 
majority of the voters of the province. 

We take issue with the view that "if 
the Conservatives are to regain power 
at Ottawa they must first gain the pro- 
vincial legislatures," anil we believe that 
tin,-, view, if acted upon, will shipwreck 
the Conservative party. There were not 
»ii very long ago Liberal premiers in 
power simultaneously in Ontario, (jue- 
bec. New Brunswick. Xovii Scotia ami 
.Manitoba, and yet the Conservatives re- 
mained in power and carried the country 
at the elections. The fact that. Ontario 
lias had a Liberal .premier almost con- 
tinuously did not prevent it he Conserva- 
tives from carrying that province at the 
federal elections. Conservative succttis 
will depend, we hold, not upon their con- 
trol of the local legislatures, hut upon 
1lie mistakes of the Liberals, of which 
there litis .been a superabundance; upon 
the lines of progressive policy favored 
by the Conservatives of which the coun- 
try would like to hear more, and upon 
the growing conviction of the people that 
.tlic Liberal lenders have been weighed in 



I lie balance and found wanting. The 
federal arena offers a wide enough field 
for federal statesmen, and we respect- 
fully suggest that they should confine 
themselves to it. 

After the Kamloops meeting the Stan- 
dard of that city published the following 
editorial, which indicates that the argiv- 
nieiit:; of Sir Charies and Mr. "Wilsou 
Were not convincing to that pronounced 
Conservative paper:

As far as we 
have learned, it is the opinion of a large 
number of honest Conservatives that 
party lines are inopportune ml the pres- 
ent 'time, in the interests of the Conser- 
vative party, as well as those of the 
province, and it docs not follow thai be- 
cause Sir Charles II. Tapper, .Mr. 
Charles Wilson and a lot of Vancouver 
men think them desirable, that those 
who do not arc Itike-wnrm Conservn fives. 
Victoria anil Ivainloops indeed both gave 
strong evidence to the contrary iu L80(>, 
ami nothing has oeourred since to show 
that they have left the fold. Mr. Wil- 
son in his speech \z:>\o a lucid account of 
the inception and original objects of the 
Liberal-Conservative party, and the 
Turner party require no better argument 
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many the 
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on government, on business principles, 
for the purpose of encouraging the de- 
velopment of the country by railways, 
roads, etc.. and by Protecting both labor 
mil capital. This work is a most neces- 
sary ore in the early stages of a coun- 
try's history, and many think it can be 
better performed by such an amalgama- 
tion as enabled the early Canadian poli- 
ticians to carry confederation: and until 
their work is on a permanent footing, the 
gentlemen who form the Turner party 
will hardly dissolve into party politicians.

A new country, like 
a young man, finds out for itself' wdiat 
are the needs and how they should be 
supplied, and the Imperial parliament 
often follows iu the lead of lice younger 
sons with success. Alter all. Mr. Wil- 
son would have done better bad he " let 
sleeping does lie." With regard to the 
action of federal legislation on provincial 
progress, Mr. Wilson was most happy, 
and those who have seriously considered 
the question from a provincial standpoint 
will agree that whatever may be said 
with regard to the old provinces, there 
is no doubt as to the beneficial effect of 
Conservative rule on British Columbia.

"Not a meteor, not an appearance with- 
in our atmosphere, hut cfivr oil in the 
sidereal heavens some glorious world, 
wheeling through its immense orbital 
track, had reached his very point in 
space where the high 'brothers of the 
empyrean had come into close council. 
Lured by the glory of their meeting, the 
fair stranger of the firmament stole near, 
a noble guest, stayed a while and added 
splendor to spendor." There Is more 
poetry than truth in these well-halaneed 
sentences, but it is easy to see in imag- 
ination the picture they call up and to 
understand how in an age, when the 
heavens were being scanned closely for 
signs such an event would be regarded 
as prophetic. In the year of Home TiT 
Jupiter and Saturn were in conjunction 
three times, ut ;i period corresponding 
to May, September and December. Ju- 
piter was at his maximum splendor in 
September of that year. This would of 
itself arouse the attention of the wise 
men of tlie Last, and if, as is possible, 
there accompanied this conjunction a 
Hew star similar to that mentioned by 
ler, it is easy to understand that a

THE STAR OF BBTOIIjBEDBM. 

In the many columns of end-of-thc- 
centary controversy, which the news- 
papers have contained, the writers npein 
to 'nave assumed it to be a settled fact 
that Jesus of Xazareth was born 1809 
years a>ro the 2.">th day last December. 
Vet there was no evidence of thin, (but 
rather to the contrary. Neither the day, 
the month nor the year of His birth is 
known; but the weight of authority is 
to the effect that the event happened 
more than nineteen hundred years jiro. 
the inclination beinj; to fix it at. from 
two to nix years before the beginning of 
the present Era. The Christian Era is 
mi arbitrary arrangement, which was 
never even discussed or suggested as a 
means of fixing dates until several cen- 
turies after the supposed beginning. It 
owes its existence to Dionysius I'Jxigmis, 
a Scythian monk, who lived in the sixth 
century. What were the data available 
to him must now be largely a matter of 
conjecture, but the system of fixing 
dates commended itself to the Onrloviri- 
glttn family, who gave emperors and 
kings to Germany, Franco and Italy. The 
Christian Bra maybe said to have been 
the era of the Franks, then the growing 
power in Central Europe, as opposed to 
that of the Romans. Koine at this time 
probably used the .liilian Era, which 
began -15 H. ('.. when Julius Caesar re- 
formed the calendar. Elsewhere in 
Europe the Olympiads were for the 
most pari employed. Between two 
thousand and one thousand years ago 
several separate and distinct, eras were 
in Uise, and it is exceedingly difficult to 
lix a date stated in terms of one defi- 
nitely in terms of anoth-er. The begin- 
ning of the Christian lira is assigned by 
calendars to the 753rd year after the 
foundation of Rome. 

If we could get an answer to the ques- 
tion propounded by Herod to the Wise 
.Men ami ascertain "whal time tin, star 
appeared," we would ibe able to lix tin 
date of the birth of JoHiis with accur- 
acy, although it may be said in passing 
that this would have no effect iu solving

Lutes! Development Work on tlie Prom- 
ising .Mount Sickei Property. 

William Buxton, foreman of the I 
nora mine at Mount Sick -r is in the cit 
a guest at the Dominion. Mr. Buxton 
says the mine is showing lp marvellously 
well, the development work done since 
fhe condition of the property was last 
reported in the Colonist, having disclosed 
large bodies of rich ore. The new work 
consists of an upraise of 24 feet, which 
discloses 13 feet of ore. and an east and 
west crosscut in No. 3 funnel, which 
brings to view four feet of ore. 

As development work proceeds the 
mine continues improving in appearance, 
there being 11,000 tons of shipping ore 
already in sight. This ore goes from 
$3.50 to $7.50 in gold. 5 ounces in silver, 
and 10 to 1-i per cent, in copper. Ship- 
ments to the Van Andn smelter are only 
delayed until the completion of tin? horse 
tramway being constructed by Con- 
tractor Haggerty. It is expected this 
will be done on January 120. 

In the opinion of Mr. Buxton the 
Lenorn is as good a mining 'proposition as 
there is in the province, and lie has had 
experience in all the large mining camps 
on the continent, having worked for sev- 
eral years on tin- famous Oomstock mim 
in Nevada. A force of 10 men is at 
present employed at the Lenoro,

Corporal Mart Heisey is the hero of a 
thousand stage ibattles. Corporal Mart 
Hoisey fet of the T. R. A. (theatrical 
regular army), unci will lie- one. of the 
•many feature* of .lacdb Lltt's great pro- 
duction of "Shenandoah," to hold the 
stage of the Victoria on the evening of 
January 4. Ho lias put in a quarter of 
a century in the thlcK of the hottest 
(stage) butties, and he will probably die 
lighting. He in the Joe Wheeler of the 
footlights. Managers won't let him be 
anything else than a fighter. Upon sev- 
eral occasions they have made him fight 
11s an Indian, once as a gypsy and once 
as a marine, but they have never nllcnv- 
ed him to appear in any costume that, 
wasn't appropriate tv, a scrimmage at 
Cedar creek or Wounded Knee. Think 
of it— "twenty-five years an actor and al- 
ways lighting! 

This season Corporal Mart Heisey is 
whooping up tilings on the Yankee side 
in "Shenadoah." lie is the man who 
yells that "Sheridan is coming," and ral- 
lies the Union army just a.s the Confed- 
erates are about to siezu the victory. 
Three years ago he was blazing away 
at the boys in blue from the rebel side, 
trying to carry the day against General 
Hooker in "The Heart of Maryland." 
Two years "Before that Hoisey while 
playing in "The Girl I Left Behind Me," 
bad the pleasant pastime of trying to 
starve a garrison of United States sol- 
diers. You never can tell what flag 
Heisey is going to support, nor can you 
tell whether he is going to show up as 
a private or as a enptain. 

Like all good soldiers, Corpora] Heisey 
of "Shenandoah" began in the ranks. 
When a lad in his home at Upper Sim- 
dusky, Ohio, he appeared in an amateur 
performance of the "Drummer Hoy of 
Shiloh,'" taking the title role. He made 
a hit, and decided to become an actor. 
He went to New York and succeeded in 
getting an engagement. His debut was 
made as Waii-a-Tee, the Indian in Bou- 
ricn tilt's "The Octoroon." He had no 
lines to speak. All lie had to do was 
to. look as much like an Indian as lie 
eotild, and when anybody spoke to him 
to grunt. 

It wasn't long before Heisey had the 
reputation of 'being the best Indian ia the 
business. He next turned up as the 
gypsy in "Rosetlnle," nnd it took one 
captain and a regiment of British sol- 
diers to wrest from his clutches a six- 
year-old child whom he had stolen and 
hid. Managers Tompkins and Gilmore 
of Boston heard of Mart's daredevil and 
soldierly qualities, and they enlisted him 
under the English flag, naid for three 
seasons Mart wore a red coat in the 
Soudan. When his commission in the 
British army expired Mart turned sur- 
geon, and in "Held by tho Enemy" went 
about and dressed wounds made by rebel 
bullets. 

The first time Mart went out of the 
army was during one season while seeing 
service on a man-of-war in '"Hie En- 
sign," He played u bo's'n, and he had a 



Rpeeeh which never fulled to score as ho 
blurted it out in hoarse tones: "We ain't 
got no manners, but we can light like 
hell," was the line. 

The stage army is a- slow of promotion 
as in tin! regular army. With all his 
constant service Mart Heisey has never 
got any higher than a captaincy. He 
was one of the Union spies in "Secret 
Service" for a while, but be didn't get 
much fun and glory out of it. because he 
had to shoot himself in the leg after he 
had been on the stage two minutes and 
be hauled oil" to Libby prison. 

At preoont he in Corpora! Putin, U.S. 
A., in "Shenandoah." In speaking of 
it the other day, he said: "I want to tell 
you that if being a corporal for Uncle 
Sam is any harder work than being a 
corporal for .lake Utt, those fellows earn 
their money." 

When questioined as to his duties, 
Heisey replied: "Oh, nothing much; 1 
ride ten miles to let folks know that 
Sheridan is coming; then 1 go hack and 
meet Sheridan; after that I drive a four- 
horse cannon through mud over a moun- 
tainous road, search a Confederate Spy 
and then go off the stage, and, as assist- 
ant stage manager keep the supers noisy 
and see that they don't shoot the eyes 
out of any actor in the careles shasul- 
ling of their guns." 

"I guess I'll always be a soldier," said 
the corporal in talking it over. "I'm 
afraid if they ever east me for a dress- 
suit part I'd dust off my legs with my 
crush h;it. I should like to get to he a 
general, though. 1 asked Mr. Lift to let 
me play General Sheridan, if for only 
one night, but be wouldn't do it. I felt 
hurt about it until be explained that 
Sheridan was a little man, ami I couldn't 
squeeze into the size of uniform lie 
wore."— S. I<\ Examiner.

The battle scenes are, 
however, the life and centre of "Shen- 
andoah's" greatness .as a play, the pic- 
ture at the close of the third act being 
endorsed as one of the most marvellous 
siago triumphs on record, ranking pos- 
sibly with the great chariot race scene in 
"Ben Hur" that is now setting New York 
atire with its marvellous perfection of 
mechanism. "Shenandoah's" battle pic- 
tures not only exhaust the arts of stage 
deception, hut go further. They utilize 
to the fullest tho "off scene" noises, 
thereby appealing to the imagination 
through the ear. At the same time the 
imagination is assisted by a perfection 
,of detail that is astonishingly effective. 
A wounded gunner drags himself along 
in the retreat, bearing in his arms a 
little bugler, who has been shot. ■ lie 
staggers— falters— falls. He is tun weak 
to endure farther; too spent to get out of 
Ihe way; and he has barely strength to 
place his body between the rush of men 
and horses and the wounded hoy. Then 
conies Sheridan to the rescue! The (ly- 
ing regiment rallies and turns. The nau- 
sea of defeat is overcome by the elixir 
of hope. The wounded gunner pulls 
himself erect, holds up the feeble boy, 



md tho child, reviving to the splendid 
spirit of the thing, puts the bugle to 
his bleeding lips and sounds a triumph- 
ant call! There is another soldier- 
stolid, uninteresting outside of the piece. 
He comes on with one hand over his 
shot breast, looks back with all the fear 
and desolation of despair to where the 
enemy is approaching, then stumbles, 
sinks and falls. It is only a matter of an 
entrance and a few steps, but it tells. 
Why? Because the man is a repre- 
sentative of tho masses who feel rather 
than reason. He knows the news of the 
bulletin boards, fears enlistment, fighting 
everything, and this is showing him 
what manner of thing war is! There 
are some, ot the background pictures 
which the public are apt to miss iu the 
great excitement of the scene, yet which 
to tho thoughtful observer are really 
marvellous in their perfection of de- 
tail.

Very good reports are received from 
nil quarters of the play of "Human 
Hearts," to-morrow 'night's bill at the 
Victoria, the following being a sample 
of the conservative press notices, clip- 
ped from the Manitoba Eree Press of the 
21st November. Says the Winnipeg 
dally: "Human Hearts," a pastoral 
drama of the same stamp as "Shore 
'Acres,"held the attention of the audi- 
ence from the time the curtain rose on 
the quiet scene of home life on the Ar- 
kansas hills, until the truly dramatic 
finale, with justice triumphant, after 
four acts of injustice and wrong, called 
for repeated demonstrations of more than 
formal aplanse. Not only is the play 
thoroughly clean, but it contains many 
moral lessons, and cannot but exercise 
a strong educative effect upon all who 
are privileged to hear it. The east is a 
strong one, little Edmina McHugh, as 
"Grace Logan." quite winning the hearts 
of all: and Jem Mason, the educated 
and noble-spirited 1 but penniless tramp, 
repeatedly bringing down the house. 
While full of the higher class of senti- 
ment, the "Idyl of tli " Arkansas Hills" 
is rich iu genuine humor, and contains 
many comical situations. Thoroughly 
healthy iu its moral tone, and high class 
in every respect. "Human Hearts" is 
as 'the name suggests, a portrayal of 
human nature. The final triumph of 
right, ami justice over injustice and 
wrong, furnishes an impressive illustra- 
tion of Ihe lesson "As ye sow, so shall 
ye reap." 

" Sowing the Wind," which will be 
again seen here on the 10th of January, 
points out several beautiful morals. 
Briefly the story treats of one " Rosa- 
mond," who is a child of chance, but 
has remained a pure woman and gained 
a place for herself in the world. Ned 
Anneslcy, adopted son of Lord Brabazon, 
falls in love with her and they become 
engaged. Brabazon disapproves of the 
union on the ground of the girl's parent- 
age, and Wutkin, his friend, who has 
wrecked his life, endeavors to blacken 
the girl's reputation. Through the 
machinations of Lord Petworth. an old 
rogue, her name is eompromisingly 
coupled with others, and Watkiu, feel- 
ing sure of easy victory, gets Brabazon 
and Ned to accompany him to her, where 
he hopes to prove his charges and break 
the engagement. After she acknowl- 
edges everything as to her past, and has 
released Ned, who does not accept it, 

j Brabazon asks to be left alone with her. 

I Brahazon's story is soon told, and then 
Rosamond relates her history. As she 
proceeds Brabazon recognizes, piece by 
piece, his own story, and as she tells her 
mother's true name he is undone. He 
recognizes in her his own child. After 



her recital he tells her who she is, and 
accepts her us his child, and then, as all 
barriers are removed, she c~ar.;er,ts *o 
marry Ned. The scene between Braba- 
zon and Rosamond, known as " the duel 
of the sexes," is undoubtedly one of the 
very strongest, in the contemporaneous 
drama.

Mr. II. 11. Roberts,, the Australian 
actor, tells a very good story illustrative 
of the missing of fortune's invitation. 
Its hopeless hero is an ambitious super 
in an Australian playhouse, who for 
weary months had longed for a "speak- 
ing part." Finally it was arranged that 
his wish should be gratified. He was 
selected as sentry in the production of a 
blood-stirring melodrama, his "cue" 
being the booming of cannon in the dis- 
tance, at which he was to halt in his 
monotonous reversible parade, ejaculate 
"Hark! the signal gun!" and exit. The 
would-be-Booth received his part with 
triumph, and for a week every unim- 
portant question addressed to him 
brought the same irrelevant answer, 
"Hark! the signal gnu! Hark! the sig- 
nal gun!" He lived and he slept with 
the words oil his lips, so fearful was he 
of forgetting his "lines." Of course, 
there, was no gun used in rehearsal; the 
stage manager simply said "gun — cue"; 
and the sentry siwke his little piece. The 
gun came in the performance, of course, 
and the sentry should have prepared ac- 
cordingly. So intent was he, however, 
iu caring for his "lines" that he quite 
forgot, and when the all-important 
moment arrived, and the gun boomed 
forth its message (and his cue), the 
Booth-thnt-was-to-be completely fdrgot. 
Instead of improving the situation with 
" Hark! the signal gun!" he leaped with 
genuine alarm a'.rainst the canvas preci- 
pice, and the audience caught the words, 
"What tli' Mi's that'.'" in a tone the re- 
verse of martial. And that was the end 
of ihe career of Ihe prospectively great 
young- actor.

PIONEER DRUGGIST DEAD. 

William Zelner, One or "the Old Guard," 
Passes Away in 'Frisco. 

William Kelner, well known to many 
I Victorians, having conducted in the early 
days what was probably one of the first 
drug stores iu the city, on the site where 
now stands the building occupied by the 
B. C. Market, on the corner of Yates and 
Government streets, died in San Fran- 
cisco tho other day'. Deceased ivas a 
brother-in-law of Alex. Phillips, of this 
city. The San Francisco Chronicle thus 
alludes to his passing away: 

" William Zclner, for fifty years a 
druggist, on this Coast, died last night at 
bis residence, 14 McAllister street, hav- 
ing been ill a month from general (break- 
ing down in health. The deceased phar- 
macist was born in Germany f>8 years 
ago, and came to this country with rela- 
tives when he was six years, old. Twelve 
years later he crossed the plains, arriv- 
ing iu California in 1848. He engaged 
in mining, but later established a dentist 
and druggist .business at Victoria, B. C. 

" Returning to California, Mr. Zelner 
opened a drug store at Fifth and Mission 
streets, where he continued for more 
than thirty-five years, his only son, Wil- 
liam J. Zelner, succeeding him in the 
pharmacy now at 41 Fifth street. The 
deceased pioneer was the first druggist 
to begin business in this state. He ac- 
cumulated a fortune, but lost: 'most of it 
by speculation. Besides the sou, a 
widow survives."

Non-delivery of Freight at Dawson 
Results in Big Suit. 

The N. A. T. & L. Company hat 
served at Seattle a compliant on Witt. 
D. Wood, president of the S.-Y. T. Com- 
pany, 011 u suit instituted to secure 
S100.000 damages. The damages aw 
claimed for failure of the defendant 
company to make certain deliveries of 
freight at Dawson this fall which it was 
carrryiug for the N, A. T, & T. Com- 
pany. A contract between the two com- 
panies is made a part of the complaint. 
This contract was dated August 2G at. 
St. Michael or Hcaly, and in it was a 
proviso that if for any reason the S.-Y. 
T. Company was unable to take the 
shipment further than Fort Yukon it 
would be delivered there at a proportion- 
ate freight rate. The N. A. T. & T. 
Company in the complaint allege that 
the defendant company could have deliv- 
ered the goods in Dawson within a rea- 
sonable date after August 2ti or by Octo- 
ber L, but neglected to do ho. They 
claim §00,000 as value of goods, $10,000 
depreciation, $5,000 for extra expense 
incurred and $25,000 additional for the 
failure to deliver certain gauges, pipes 



and valves which were wanted without 
delay, the whole making up the $100,000. 
In response to questions by a reporter 
olUcers of the S.-Y. T. Company claim 
that the freight in question was left at 
Fort Yukon because of low water in the 
Yukon river: that it was delivered to the 
N. A. T. & T. Company's agent at that 
point in accordance with the contract of 
shipment; that ithe agent accepted tho 
freight and gave a draft on Dawson for 
freight earned which the N. A. T. & T. 
Company refused to honor at Dawson; 
that the S.-Y. T. Company then "brought 
suit in Dawson for the freight mouiy 
which has not yet been paid.
